At 
that timo the annual lose of life by these 
beasts wus estimated at two huodred, and in 
1865 Genoral Cavenaoa agnctioned the om- 
ployment of convicts to buat them down. 
Two parties of cigbt man each wero sent into 
the jungles, whore they were allowed to re- 
main, merely coming'in toa monthly muater, 
ao long se they sucoseded in killing one tiger 
every three tronths, -'This would account for 
eight tigers per dnnom. A reward was paid 
for each beast killed, and the namber so 
soon diminished that the necessity for,send- 
ing ont parties of thia description céased. In 
this case, at all events, it’ must ba allowéd 
that the services of the convicts wero turncd 
to good account, Fortunately..we have ‘to 
tigers to kill in Hongkong, at least no-map- 
eaters, tho animals which are ssid to pay us 
ao ocessional visit being apparently quite 
satisfied with pork.
